♦ That Mayor Sally Hol¬ 
man suggested Councillor 
Turner could be prosecuted 
for “intimidating behav¬ 
iour”.

In breach of code 

Following complaints 
from six councillors and 
two staff members - 
deputy town clerk Mark 
Tredwin and adminstrative 
officer Adrianne Mullins - 
Councillors Daryl Turner 
and Terry O’Grady have 
been found to be in breach 
of the council’s code of 
conduct. 

Both have since apolo¬ 
gised in writing and in 
public for their behaviour.

“snapped” at Mrs Mullins, 
saying “I’m not talking to 
you” when she interupted 
him, after being angered 
by personal Twitter post¬

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ORIGINALLY from a village in the Mendips, near 
Bristol, Andy Jones, 30, was recently attracted to 
Lyme Regis by the town's world-renowned Boat 
Building Academy on Monmouth Beach, en¬ 
rolling in a nine month course which covered a 
wide range of techniques. 

He previously worked for Babcock International 
in London, on behalf of the London Fire Brigade, 
covering the supply and maintenance of opera¬ 
tional equipment, and he now hopes to put his 
new skills to use working with wood. 


•WHAT attracted you to the Boat Building Acad¬ 
emy? Firstly to learn and new skills and gain a recog¬ 
nised qualification that will allow me to hopefully 
always find work anywhere in the world. Also to have 
a better understanding of boat building and work¬ 
ing with wood and composites, and thirdly the loca¬ 
tion! 

• DID you have any previous experience in boat 
building? 

I have no previous experience, the course was totally 
new to me. I have been sailing before but was a rar¬ 
ity. 

• WHAT did your course entail? 

I enrolled up the full-time, nine-month boat building 
course, covering a wide range of areas. The main 
areas were lofting, key woodworking skills and joint 
understanding, boat construction methods, boat fit 
outs and rigging, painting and finishing, GRP and 
FRP methods, marine adhesive and methods for 
glueing up with the aid of vacuum pumps, to name 
a few. 

• WHAT did you hope to achieve from it? 

As boat building was new to me prior to the course 
starting, I hoped to understand all matters of boat 
building but also how to operate the machinery and 
tools in the workshop, which is a vital part of tradi¬ 
tional and modern boat building. I have always 
wanted a hands-on skill and a skill that can be ver¬ 
satile and be used for all matters of woodwork, not 
just boat building. 

• WHAT did you enjoy about the course? 

To be honest, I have enjoyed the whole course and 
all areas covered. The course is laid out extremely 
well, I have enjoyed so much of it and the teachers 
make learning interesting and fun. I guess I enjoyed 
putting my new skills to the test when we advanced 
from the basic woodworking skills part of the course, 
onto the construction of the variety of boats built at 
the academy. The group breakfasts and lunches are 
pretty epic too! 



• WHAT do you plan to do after the course? 

I hope to take my new knowledge of boat building 
into a boat yard and expand with experience. Even¬ 
tually I hope to start my own business but possibly 
not building boats, but most definitely working with 
wood. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

DJing and music production, stand-up paddle 
boarding, wood craft, going to the gym, martial arts, 
travelling, fishing and, of cours,e now sailing is a 
clear interest of late and I have done much of it since 
I moved to Lyme Regis. 
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• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

It's a friendly town with lots going on. I started stand- 
up paddle boarding just before the course and it's 
fantastic to get out of the water of the Jurassic Coast. 
The academy is a stone's throw from the water's 
edge, which just makes it so much more of an attrac¬ 
tive place to come and learn. I was living in London 
before the course started and my job was pretty full 
on, so moving down to Lyme was the ultimate de- 
stresser and I have always been made to feel wel¬ 
come. The pubs are fun and the local ale from the 
brewery in Bridport goes down well. 

• IF you could own any kind of boat, what would 
it be and why? 

It would have to be a tall ship as I am fascinated by 
the history and the old maritime tales of pirates. I've 
always fancied setting sail and exploring the world, 
and what better way to do it than the way it always 
used to be done? 

• WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination, and 
why? 

I am most definitely a beach bum so would probably 
say the Philippines. A dream job for me would be a 
restoration of a fishing boat on a secluded beach 
some where in the tropics.

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Museum receives £99,900 grant to take 
forward long-awaited extension project 


LYME Regis Museum has taken a huge step forward in 
plans for a major extension, with development funding 
of £99,900 granted by the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The funding indicates initial support from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and will be used to progress plans with the 
hopes of applying for a full grant of £755,000 from the 
same organisation in May 2015. 

The proposed Mary Anning Wing extension at the mu¬ 
seum aims to make Lyme’s unique history and palaeon¬ 
tology more accessible to audiences of all ages and 
abilities. It will provide the museum with a new geology 
gallery, a learning space and an enlarged shop, as well as 
the public toilets and disabled access lift the building cur¬ 
rently lacks. It is hoped the extension will provide visitors 
and residents with many more ways in which they can 
engage with, and learn about, Lyme Regis and the place 
the town holds in history, especially through its role as 
the birthplace of the science of palaeontology and the 
home of Mary Anning, the world’s first great fossil hunter 
and early scientist. 

David Tucker, director of Lyme Regis Museum said: 
“We’re over the moon at having won the support of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. Lyme Regis Museum has gone 
from strength to strength over the last twenty five years, 
and it’s great to know that we are a step nearer to ensuring 
the museum is thriving in 2102.” 

The museum, which sits on the site of Mary Anning’s

home, aims to start construction of the £1.5million wing 
in the autumn of 2016 for completion in spring 2017. As 
well as the £99,900 this week pledged by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund for development of the project, including 
architectural work, the museum has also been awarded 
£75,000 from Dorset County Council and has received a 
pledge for £100,000 from a significant charity which the 
museum is not yet able to name. A further funding appli¬ 
cation will be made to West Dorset District Council, 
which already provides 15 per cent of the museum’s in¬ 
come, the Friends of the Museum hope to raise £25,000 
over the next three years and the museum itself will at¬ 
tempt to raise the further £500,000 through grant-giving 
trusts, private and corporate donors. 

Speaking on the task of raising the remaining costs of 
the project, Mr Tucker continued: “We know this will be 
an immensely onerous task, but are committed to meeting 
this goal over the next two years. 

“I applied for the post of director because I wanted to 
build the Mary Anning Wing and help this small but very 
prestigious museum ensure its long term survival as well 
as contributing to the wider Jurassic Coast and Lyme 


Regis. I’ve always been utterly enthralled by Dorset and 
it took me 40 years to get here! 

“The Mary Anning Wing will stand on land owned by 
the museum and it will include a new learning space, a 
completely redesigned fossil gallery as well as the public 
and disabled persons toilets the museum lacks. There will 
also be a lift to help people upstairs. We’ll also have a 
bigger shop, so we can generate more of our income. 

“We wouldn’t have got this far without the support of 
our brilliant volunteers and my small, but very dedicated 
staff. It’s worth noting that only two other Dorset muse¬ 
ums are open for as many days a year as we are - the 
Tank Museum and Dorset County Museum - which is an 
incredible testament to our wonderful team.” 

Plans for the Mary Anning Wing were first put forward 
in the early 2000s when the museum submitted a funding 
bid for a much bigger extension to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, which was turned down. 

Mr Tucker said the museum has since “made huge 
progress”, with visitor numbers increased to 25,000 a 
year, fossil walks regularly featured on television and 
many school visits being welcomed to the facility. The 
museum has also introduced free education services for 
the Woodroffe School pyramid, has become an active 
member of the Jurassic Coast Museums Partnership, and 
has added significantly to its fossil collection, particularly 
through its ichthyosaur skeleton.

was asked to consider two complaints against Councillor 
Turner. The first from six councillors and two members 
of staff related to the incident at a council meeting on 
October 9th and concerned his behaviour towards Mrs 
Mullins when it was alleged he acted in an aggressive 
manner towards her. 

The complaint was made by the Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, and Councillors Chris Clipson, Terry O’- 
Grady, Mark Gage, Rikey Austin and Lorna Jenkin, 
deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin and Mrs Mullins. 

They called for a number of actions to be taken, includ¬ 
ing an apology in writing, a public apology, his resigna¬ 
tion from all three councils and recourse to law under 
the Prevention of Harassment Act. 

Mr Green ruled that Councillor Turner was in breach 
of the code of conduct and that he should make an apol¬ 
ogy in writing. 

Councillor Turner has already apologised in writing 
and with a statement in council to Mrs Mullins for “snap¬ 
ping” at her in a “heated moment” for which he was 
deeply sorry. He subsequently resigned from the council 
but still serves on West Dorset District Council and 
Dorset County Council. 

A separate complaint against Councillor Turner was 
made by Councillors Clipson and Gage who reported 
him to the monitoring officer for making a “verbal at¬ 
tack” on Councillor Gage at a council meeting on No¬ 
vember 20th, stating that his manner was “aggressive, 
personal and bullying”. 

In his statement Councillor Gage claimed that Coun¬ 
cillor Turner was “running a campaign” against him on 
the social networking site Twitter. He referred to the ear¬ 
lier meeting in October when he was subjected to “an 
unprovoked and bad tempered rant”. 

Councillor Gage also referred to Councillor Turner’s 
statement at the October meeting, in which he asked 
Councillor Gage to give the press permission to print his 
Twitter posts “so the people of Lyme Regis can read 
them and make their own judgement”. 

Councillor Gage wrote in his statement: “I take ex¬ 
treme offence to Councillor Turner linking me to his dis¬ 
graceful behaviour in a vain attempt to justify his boorish 


and bullying conduct.” 

Mr Green ruled that Councillor Turner was not in 
breach as both complainants were, in reality, repeating 
the same or very similar allegations to the first report. 

Councillor Turner also lodged a complaint against 
Councillors Gage and O’Grady. In his complaint against 
Councillor Gage, Councillor Turner claimed that he 
(Gage) was waging a “campaign of hatred” against his 
beliefs, a reference to Councillor Gage’s Twitter profile 
which said he was a “hater of all things Tory and royal”. 
He maintained that the issues surrounding Councillor 
Gage had caused problems to the detriment of the town 
council and these had to be brought to light. 

He said in his statement: “I have reported this to the 
police who are looking at issues of hatred used on a pub¬ 
lic space, foul language placed in a public place (social 
media) and a potential to incite others.” 

Bullying and foul language 

Councillor Turner also alleged that Councillor Gage 
brought the council into disrepute and contributed to the 
bullying of a new councillor to the point that she re¬ 
signed, a reference to former councillor Jill Newton. 

In response, Councillor Gage contended that his use of 
foul language was “not everyone’s cup of tea” but was 
language in common use in today’s society. He also de¬ 
fended his right to express his views on Twitter, pointing 
out that at no time had he ever mentioned Councillor 
Turner by name whilst he (Turner) had sent tweets to his 
employers and used Facebook to make allegations 
against him. 

Councillor Gage also denied that he bullied ex-coun- 
cillor Newton, saying he was one of the first to make 
contact with her offering her support to settle in. 

In the complaint against Councillor O’Grady, Council¬ 
lor Turner claimed that he (O’Grady) swore at him at the 
October 9th meeting in front of a large number of wit¬ 
nesses. The actual wording of the profanity was redacted 
from his written evidence. 

Councillor Turner said he had reported this to the po¬ 
lice who were looking at a potential public order offence. 

The report from the monitoring officer included a letter 
from assistant chief constable David Lewis who said the 
likelihood of securing sufficient evidence for a realistic 


prospect of conviction was very low and the police 
would not be taking action. 

However, he agreed that many of the comments to 
which Councillor Turner referred were “distasteful and 
potentially offensive” but did not pass the threshold to 
warrant a criminal investigation. 

In his response Councillor O’Grady admitted swearing 
at Councillor Turner, describing his behaviour as “the 
last straw”. He also claimed that Councillor Turner’s at¬ 
titude to officers had been “very poor for a long time, 
constantly trying to undermine them at meetings and 
even picking them up on silly spelling mistakes”. 

Councillor O’Grady also alleged that deputy mayor 
Anita Williams had urged him to report Councillor 
Turner for his poor and aggressive behaviour but he 
noted she had not made a complaint herself. 

Councillor O’Grady apologised to the mayor and town 
clerk for his behaviour and also apologised in public a 
meeting on November 20th. 

Mr Green ruled that Councillor O’Grady was in breach 
of the code of conduct and should apologise in writing, 
stating that, as a public figure, he should have been pre¬ 
pared to deal with colleagues in a reasonable and cour¬ 
teous manner and that his language was “inappropriate” 
when attending a public meeting. 

With regard to Councillor Gage, he did not feel the 
case against him had been proved and he ruled that he 
was not in breach of the code. 

Mr Green added: “If you are going to use Twitter or 
any other social media you must accept the conse¬ 
quences of people posting tweets that are critical of you 
as a person or as a public figure.” 

He added: “These complaints must provide to some 
extent lessons to be learned when public figures use so¬ 
cial media and complain about the consequences.”

Lyme resident to walk Great 
Wall of China for Marie Curie 


LYME Regis resident Janet Barrett-Pearce will be walk¬ 
ing the Great Wall of China in memory of her mother, 
raising funds for Marie Curie Cancer Care. 

Janet (pictured right) will head off on the eight-day 
adventure on May 9th 2015 with a group of 13. She de¬ 
cided to take part in the trek after spotting it on a pro¬ 
motional leaflet while her mum, Rita Bryans, 77, was 
staying in the Marie Curie Hospice in Hampstead, Lon¬ 
don, before her death on April 26th. 

Her mum, who suffered a rare form of cancer called 
Burkett's lymphoma, said she would have loved to have 
taken part so Janet decided to do it for her. 

She has now joined a gym and plans to do lots of 
walking in preparation for the challenge. She will fly 
into Beijing and will be hiking for six hours a day, camp¬ 
ing on rural farmland along the way and living with 
very basic conditions and meals. 

Janet, who previously worked at the Marine Theatre, 
has paid £200 to take part in the hike and has to raise 
at least £3,300 for the charity six weeks before the 
event, but hopes to top this target with the support of 
the local community. She plans to leave sponsorship 
forms and collection tins in local shops and businesses, 
with one collection tin already in place at the 
Woodroffe School, where her son Michael attends. She 
also plans to set up an online fundraising page and 
hold a raffle or other fundraising event. 

Speaking on her trip, Janet said: "It's quite daunting 
but I want to do it, it's a challenge and I like to be chal¬ 
lenged, and I have the support of my family and 



friends."

Renowned photographer Roger Mayne dies 


PHOTOGRAPHER Roger Mayne, who moved to Lyme 
Regis in 1975, has died aged 85. 

Born in Cambridge, Mr Mayne studied chemistry at 
Balliol College, Oxford University. Here he became in¬ 
terested in photographic processing and met Hugo van 
Wadenoyen, a key figure in British photography’s break 
with pictorialism. 

On graduating in 1951, Mr Mayne contributed pictures 
to Picture Post and was an occasional film stills photog¬ 
rapher. In the early 1950s he made photographic portraits 
of many residents in St Ives, Cornwall. In 1956 he had a 
one-man show of his portraits at the ICA (UK), and 
George Eastman House (US) and by 1957 he was estab¬ 
lished as a freelance photographer for London magazines 
and book-jacket designers. 

He began to look for a significant personal project and 
found it in the street life of Southam Street in Notting 
Dale, now often considered part of Notting Hill, which 
he photographed between 1956 and 1961. The novelist 
Colin Maclnnes asked Mr Mayne to contribute the cover 
shot for Absolute Beginners in 1959, which is set in the 
area around Southam Street. The Southam Street collec¬ 
tion is of national importance, and is now held by the Vic¬ 
toria and Albert Museum, London. 

Most of Southam Street was demolished in 1969 to

make way for Trellick Tower; a small section still exists. 
Mr Mayne’s Southam Street work had a major retrospec¬ 
tive exhibition at the Victoria and Albert Museum in 1986 
and was brought to a new audience in the 1990s, through 
being extensively used for concert backdrops, record 
sleeves and press-adverts by the singer Morrissey. 

In the early 1960s Mr Mayne moved into colour pho¬ 
tography, photographing Greece and Spain, artists and 
their studios, and then landscapes, and publishing work 
in the mid and late 1960s in the new Sunday Times and 
Observer colour magazines. 

In 1962 he married the playwright Ann Jellicoe. They 
moved to Lyme Regis in Dorset in 1975. 

A major exhibition of his portraits was held at the Na¬ 
tional Portrait Gallery in 2004. He was represented in an 
important exhibition at Tate, Liverpool in 2006. His work 
continues to be represented in various venues. Mr 
Mayne’s work is also seen in the film version of Absolute 
Beginners. An exhibition of his work was shown at the 
Victoria Art Gallery, Bath, last year.

Three Cups plans ready by August 


A LONG-AWAITED planning application for 
the former Three Cups Hotel in Lyme Regis will 
be submitted by August 1st, according to owners 
Palmers Brewery. 

Updated plans for the dilapidated hotel, which 
has stood empty on Broad Street for more than 
25 years, were presented to town councillors last 
week by Nigel Jones of Palmers’ property agent, 
Chesters Commercial. 

Mr Jones explained that they had taken into ac¬ 
count feedback from councillors and members 
of the public when finalising plans for the £5mil- 
lion development, first put forward in a public 
consultation in 2013. This will include retaining 
the historic Georgian frontage of the building, 
with a shop on the lower floor and nine apart¬ 
ments above with car parking facilities at the 
rear, demolishing the existing garage at the rear 
and building a restaurant and 12 letting rooms in 
its place overlooking the bay. The historic lower 
room at the back of the building will also be re¬ 
tained and offered to the town for community 
use, and a pathway between the site and Lang- 
moor Gardens will be created. 

Mr Jones told councillors that the layout of the 
letting rooms and restaurant had been changed

since 2013 as many had concerns, particularly 
nearby neighbours, that these would affect the 
view of the bay. The family letting room with the 
gable roof had been removed and replaced with 
two disabled access rooms on the lower level, 
which could be opened up to create one family 
room. This meant the line of the green cedar roof 
was more level and would have less effect on the 
view. It would also be well-hidden from Lang- 
moor Gardens, and the existing garage roof was 
higher and more visible from the seafront than 
the new roof would be. 

Mr Jones said much time had been spent on 
looking at which historical features inside the 
building could be retained, and this would now 
include the staircase at the request of heritage or¬ 
ganisations. 

He added that they had “tried desperately hard” 
to create disabled access on the path linking the 
site and the public gardens, but this was not pos¬ 
sible because of the levels. 

Councillor Stan 
Williams argued that 
this was a “vital” part of 
the scheme and said the 
town council should 
give financial assistance 
to ensure disabled ac¬ 
cess was included if 
necessary. Mr Jones 
said it “was not a ques¬ 
tion of money” but it 
was just “not possible”. 
He added that the archi¬ 
tects had spent months 
looking at this aspect. 

Councillor Williams 
said: “It will make a lot 
of people unhappy.” 

Mr Jones said the ap¬ 
plication would be sub¬ 
mitted by August 1st 


and he expected it to take 13 weeks to be consid¬ 
ered by West Dorset District Council. If approval 
was given, they would go out to tender and start 
work as soon as possible, preferably in autumn 
2015. It was expected that the project would take 
18 months to complete. 

While councillors were widely supportive of 
the scheme, they expressed concerns about the 
disruption it would cause in Broad Street during 
the construction. Mr Jones said he would regu¬ 
larly consult with the town council during con¬ 
struction to ensure disruption was kept to a 
minimum, especially during special events in 
Broad Street. 

The Save the Three Cups action group, which 
sparked Palmers into action at the site after cam¬ 
paigning that it had been left empty for too long, 
was represented by three members at last week’s 
meeting. 

Afterwards chairman John Dover commented: 
“We felt our campaign had reached an important 
milestone when we heard the presentation by Mr 
Jones. At long last we were hearing about dead¬ 
lines... August 1st for the planning application to 
be submitted, planning permission hopefully 
granted by the end of this year, and work to start 
in the autumn of next year. 

“It was obvious Palmers had listened to the 
people of Lyme Regis and to neighbouring resi¬ 
dents. It is also clear the brewery has listened to 
those concerned with the hotel’s heritage. For ex¬ 
ample, great attention will be paid to the front of 
the building, and even the staircase is to be re¬ 
tained. 

“Overall, we are pleased with the result of what 
has clearly been a great deal of hard work by the 
architects. We also take some satisfaction in the 
feeling that along the way the views of our action 
group and the townspeople may have helped 
Palmers in their deliberations after so many years 
of inactivity. 

“We would also say that we will continue to be 
vigilant as these impressive plans progress.”

AFTER Lyme Regis councillors claimed at the annual 
town meeting that they "didn't recognise"the con¬ 
troversial meetings reported on in the local press, 
complaints made by members and office staff pub¬ 
lished this week in an inquiry report have shown 
there are cracks in the council chamber after all. 

Intimidation, bullying, violence and feeling unsafe 
are among the claims made. 

The inquiry found former town councillor Daryl 
Turner, who still sits on the district and county coun¬ 
cils, to be in breach of the code of conduct after 
"snapping"at administrative officer Adrianne Mullins 
in October, when he said "I'm not talking to you". 

Councillor Terry O'Grady was found to be in breach 
after swearing at Councillor Turner during a meet¬ 
ing. 

CouncillorTurner also made a complaint against 
Councillor Mark Gage, claiming Gage's anti-Conserv- 
ative and anti-royalist posts on social networking 
site Twitter were the reasons behind his behaviour, 
but he was found not to be in breach of the code. 

COUNCILLOR 
TERRY O'GRADY 

COUNCILLOR O'Grady said 
that CouncillorTurner , s"snap" 
made Mrs Mullins "jump". 

He wrote:"CouncillorTurner 
shouted 'I'm not talking to 
you' in a very aggressive 
manner which made her 
jump. She was clearly 
shocked by his outburst, as 
was [sic] the rest of us. 

"It is not the first time that he had behaved in this way 
at a council meeting as he often comes across as ag¬ 
gressive and demeaning and can be very intimidat¬ 
ing just like a school bully!" 

When asked what he would like to see happen, Coun¬ 
cillor O'Grady wrote: "I would like to see Councillor 
Turner suspended from council duties for a period of 
time and a written and public apology to Miss [sic] 
Mullins." 


DEPUTY TOWN CLERK, 

MARKTREDWIN 

SPEAKING on the October meet¬ 
ing, Mr Tredwin wrote: "To put 
this into context, the only time I 
have witnessed such an on¬ 
slaught was shortly before a man 
in a restaurant actually physically 
assaulted his wife. 

"This is not a one-off incident 
but the latest in a series of delib¬ 
erate actions designed to under¬ 
mine, bully and intimidate officers and members of 
staff as well as fellow councillors. 

"Turning towards the admin officer he [Councillor 
Turner] pointed at the notepad she was using and made 
a comment which was inaccurate over the way minutes 
are recorded. 

"This was picked up on by the admin officer and she 
commented that he was wrong and that it was accept¬ 
able to use shorthand. At this point CouncillorTurner 
stepped forward towards the officer and raised his 
voice to the point of shouting and yelled words along 
the lines of'I was not talking to you'. 

"The physical act of stepping forward towards the of¬ 
ficer and actually pointing at her cannot be construed 
as anything other than intimidation. He was both phys¬ 
ically and verbally bullying the officer through lan¬ 
guage, gesture and physical presence. 

"It was very clear that at this point he was behaving in 
such a manner as to use both physical and psychological 
presence to intimidate and threaten the admin officer. 

"He has on at least one occasion caused a councillor to 
feel threatened by an overly-aggressive and threat¬ 
ening manner. He tries to justify his behaviour as being 
part of heated debate. However, his behaviour is more 
akin to that of a physically-intimidating playground 
bully than of a respectable councillor. 

"This is a wholly-unacceptable action from anyone, let 
alone a councillor representing three aspects of the 
community. I believe that nothing short of resigning 
is a suitable outcome for what is a serious breach of the 
codes of conduct of all three councils that Councillor 
Turner represents and what is potentially a breach of 
the law." 


ADMIN OFFICER, 

ADRIANNE MULLINS 

IN Mrs Mullin's evidence 
she claimed that unless 
Councillor Turner was 
made to resign she "would 
not feel comfortable in his 
presence". 

She added: "Although 
Councillor Turner's com¬ 
ments to me were fairly in¬ 
nocuous in isolation, it was 
the manner in which they 
were delivered that has 
caused me great upset and distress. 

"He gesticulated to me in a very aggressive and 
threatening manner. CouncillorTurner was standing up 
while I was sitting down, which made his presence feel 
very imposing. CouncillorTurner has a large frame and 
together with his gesticulation and the threatening 
tone of his voice, I felt physically intimidated by his 
actions. 

"I believe he also stepped in slightly when he made 
his comments, further invading my personal space. I 
believe Councillor Turner's actions were no less than 
bullying. 

"I feel CouncillorTurner has no respect for me or in 
my ability to do my job. I believe I have the right as an 
employee of the town council to feel safe in my work¬ 
place without fear of harassment or intimidation. Un¬ 
fortunately I did not feel safe at the meeting and I was 
subjected to physical and verbal intimidation by 
CouncillorTurner. 

"I fear CouncillorTurner will hold this against me and 
make my work life very difficult for me. I will find it very 
difficult to forget this incident and feel comfortable and 
safe in his presence. CouncillorTurner has demonstrated 
in public how easily he can snap and I couldn't be sure 
that he wouldn't do so again. 

"I would like to see CouncillorTurner reprimanded in 
the severest possible way and ultimately for [sic] his res¬ 
ignation from the town, district and county councils." 


COUNCILLOR 
CHRIS CLIPSON 

COUNCILLOR Clipson said 
the "snap" was the most ag¬ 
gressive thing he had ever 
seen in a public meeting and 
that Mrs Mullins reacted as if 
expecting to be hit. 

He wrote: "Councillor 
Turner launched into what 
can only be described as a 
verbal attack which was de¬ 
livered facing and very close to the minutes secretary. 
She visibly flinched and moved back as if expecting 
physical contact. 

"I have never before witnessed such an act of ag¬ 
gression in a public meeting, nor the complete lack 
of control showed. His actions breach all codes of con¬ 
duct that I have seen, including harassment, viola¬ 
tion of dignity, hostile behaviour towards an 
officer, bullying an officer, offensive, intimidating, 
malicious behaviour. 

CouncillorTurner needs to apologise to the officer, 
both in person and in writing." 

COUNCILLOR 
RIKEY AUSTIN 

COUNCILLOR Austin told 
the investigating officers 
that she found the incident 
"deeply upsetting". 

She wrote: "Councillor 
Turner raised his voice, 
jabbed his finger and said 
'I wasn't talking to you'or'I 
didn't talk to you'. Mrs 
Mullins seemed very 
shaken and was unable to 
re-join the meeting after 
the break. She was obviously very upset and tearful. 

"At the very least I believe CouncillorTurner owes Mrs 
Mullins an apology."

COUNCILLOR LORNAJENKIN 

IN Councillor Jenkin's recollection of events, 
she told the investigating officers that, in re¬ 
sponse to the "snap", Mrs Mullins "ran from 
the room crying". The officer in fact remained 
in the room until the assigned break at 9pm, 
when she was visibly upset. 

Councillor Jenkin wrote: "Councillor Turner 
stood up, he is a big man with a big voice, 
and staring at Mrs Mullins who was seated 
just a yard away from him, out of the blue 
said in an aggressive manner'You are writing 
the minutes in shorthand, they must be writ¬ 
ten in longhand'. Mrs Mullins began to respond but was interrupted 
by Councillor Turner, who shouted 'I am not talking to you'. 

"I was shocked. The chamber went very quiet and Mrs Mullins went 
pale, tried to hold her composure but ran from the room crying." 

Councillor Jenkin said that when she later addressed the meeting she 
found her voice was shaking. 

"I had difficulty in speaking, I was so shocked by ClIrTurner's actions. 
I felt anxious for the welfare of a member of our staff who had just 
been humiliated." 

When asked what she would like to see happen, Councillor Jenkin 
wrote:"Public censure.Training. Removal from office. Full public apol¬ 
ogy to staff and council. Censure by political leaders." 


COUNCILLOR MARK GAGE 

IN his evidence Councillor Gage said that 
Councillor Turner could be an "intimidating 
presence". 

Councillor Gage also suggested that the 
"snap"could be cause for criminal prosecution 
as there was "reasonable cause"for Mrs Mullins 
to believe that she would suffer 'violence'. 

He wrote: "Councillor Turner raised his voice 
and from his standing position very close to 
the officer, pointed his hand and leaned in to¬ 
wards her in a very threatening manner. The 
way he then spoke to the officer was ex¬ 
tremely aggressive, with his voice raised. 

"It has to be taken into account that Councillor Turner, a man, can be 
quite an intimidating presence, and to lean in very close and raise his 
voiceto a woman he was in effect standing over, the officer was sitting 
throughout and unable to back away, significantly magnified the impact 
of his outburst. 

"I would even go as far as to say that I believe Councillor Turner's behav¬ 
iour may even be actionable, as I believe there was reasonable cause for 
the officer to believe she was under a threat of violence. 

"In no other walk of life would Councillor Turner's behaviour have been 
acceptable, and I don't believe it should be accepted from an elected 
member. There can be no mitigating circumstances for this lapse in com¬ 
mon decency. I would like the member to apologise to the officers of the 
council and to undertake to moderate his future behaviour." 


THE MAYOR OF LYME REGIS, 

COUNCILLOR SALLY HOLMAN 

IN her evidence, the mayor told the investigation 
that she believed Councillor Turner may have 
breached the Equalities Act because of "bullying 
and harassment" and she suggested "recourse 
to law". 

She wrote: "I consider that Councillor Turner 
was in contempt of the Lyme Regis Town Council 
Code of Conduct. I consider that Councillor 
Turner's behaviour may well have been in breach 
of the Equalities Act, concerned with bullying 
and harassment, defined as behaviour where an 
individual is intimidated/offended. 

"I consider the behaviour of Councillor Turner in the incident to have been 
totally unacceptable with regard to his aggressive remarks and physically- 
intimidating stance towards the administrative officer. 

"It was the intensity of his words, his focus directly at the officer and the 
expression on his face which shocked me. Others gasped." 

When asked what she would like to see happen, the mayor wrote: "There 
is no outcome under the present complaints system, as I understand it, since 
the Standards Board is defunct, which would provide a suitable sanction in 
this case. 

"In my experience, verbal abuse which was intimidating has resulted in sus¬ 
pension of a councillor. In this case, body language was also intimidating. 
Recourse to law, through the Prevention of Harassment Act or the Equalities 
Act possibly, would seem to be the only protection available to an officer of 
LRTC." 





So why did Daryl snap? Tory councillor puts problems down to Twitter 


COUNCILLOR Daryl Turner has blamed “disgusting, vile 
and obscene” posts on social networking website Twitter 
for his sudden snap at council administrative officer Adri- 
anna Mullins in October last year. 

Conservative councillor Turner, a former Regimental 
Sergeant Major in the Royal Army Medical Corps, admits 
he was “distressed” and left feeling “anxious” by tweets 
written on Councillor Mark Gage’s Twitter account, on 
which he describes himself as a “hater of all things royalist 
and Tory”. 

In a letter of October 31st 2013 to town clerk John 
Wright, reproduced on page 103 of the 200-page report on 
Councillor Truner’s actions released this week, he ex¬ 
plains the reasons behind his behaviour. 

He wrote: “I now feel that in the interest of openness, 
transparency and fairness that the reasons behind my ac¬ 
tions are fully explained in public. 

“I therefore intend to give a rather lengthy statement at 
full council with many quotes, pictures and explanations 
to show the extent that I felt distressed and anxious over 
Gage’s actions, which goes some way to explaining my 
‘snap at the officer’ when rudely interrupted. 

“I see no reason that you should attempt to stop this dis¬ 
closure as it brings what I feel are disgusting, vile and ob¬ 
scene postings into the public domain, where you may 
deal with the issue of bringing the council into disrepute 
in the manner you see fit.” 

However, while Councillor Turner mentioned the tweets 
at the next full council meeting he did not fully disclose 
their content - walking out of the chamber before doing 
so, and not returning again before resigning from the town 
council. 

But the offending tweets are revealed in the investigation 
report and, for the first time, those with no access to social 
networking site Twitter can see what Councillor Turner 


says made him “snap”. 

On August 22nd, Council¬ 
lor Gage posted a seemingly 
anti-Catholic tweet: “In 
1642 in Dorset, a Catholic 
priest is executed and a mob 
spends the afternoon playing 
football with his head. 
Those were the days!” 

On August 17th, he posted 
the inference that he would 
like to defecate in the Prime 
Minister’s bed: “Just read 
that you can buy access to 
Cameron bedroom. I know 
what I would like to leave 
on his pillow, not a choco¬ 
late, but the same colour.” 

On June 28th he began a series of anti-royal posts: “Just 
heard that Brenda has got a pay rise. Bloody Germans 
coming over here and taking all our royal jobs.” 

On July 22nd, with referece to Prince George: “Just to 
be clear I don’t want any updates on the German family 
living on benefits outside Slough who are having a baby.” 

And following the death of former Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher, on April 8th, he posted: “Ding dong the 
witch is dead the witch is dead!!!” 

Later that day he posted: “Call me mean call me unchar¬ 
itable but I say good riddance to bad rubbish. Old nick has 
somewhere nice and warm for Thatcher.” 

The following week on April 17th: “Thatcherfuneral the 
coffin passes, in spirit I turn my back & I spit on the 
ground. She’s dead here’s to life!” 

On April 25th: “Cost of Thatcher’s funeral was £3.6m, 
Downing St says - money well spent just to prove she’s

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Certificates presented to fishing students 


THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, 
recently presented certificates to the latest students to 
complete a fishing course at the Cobb Centre. 

The three-week course was produced by Seafish Train¬ 
ing in Grimsby with funding assistance from the Euro¬ 
pean Fisheries Fund and the Marine Management 
Organisation. It has been delivered to students by 
Seafish-approved trainers throughout the UK over the 
past three years with the aim of helping potential fisher¬ 
men get into the industry with an all-round basic knowl¬ 
edge so they can become effective crew members almost 
immediately. 

The latest course began on June 2nd at the fishermen’s 
training centre on the Cobb, organised by the Southern 
Fish Industry Training Association (SFITA) and led by 
Lyme fisherman Steve Postles. Subjects covered on the 
course included basic seamanship, fishing gear, care of 
the catch, net mending, rope work, stability, navigation, 
basic marine engines and boat handling with four manda¬ 
tory safety courses. 

Those completing the course and receiving certificates 
from the mayor were Andrew Putt from Sidmouth, Elliott 
McDonald from Weymouth, Adam Vickery from Axmin- 
ster, Gary Edwards from Bridport, Alex Boissard from 
Bovington and John Mackness from Weymouth. 

SFITA training manager Alan Sandham said: “This is 
the sixth of these courses to be run in the area. The can¬ 
didates came mainly from the East Devon, Bridport and 
Weymouth areas this time. 

“The main aim of the course is to provide new entrants 
to the commercial fishing industry with an all-round 
basic knowledge and a strong emphasis on safety prac¬ 
tices and, therefore, hopefully reduce the amount of ac¬ 
cidents an injuries in what is now recognised as the most 
dangerous of occupations. 

“Well over half our past candidates are now working in 
the industry all over the UK and we hope to run more of 
these courses shortly, once future funding has been 
agreed. The course is provided completely free of charge 
but candidates are responsible for their own travel and 
subsistence.”

Initiative to record all council 
votes deemed 'waste of time' 


LYME Regis town councillors have 
scrapped the idea of recording the ways in 
which individual members vote on every 
item at full council meetings. 

The suggestion of noting the ways in 
which all councillors vote on every item 
was first made by Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell to promote “openness and trans¬ 
parency”. But other members had mixed 
feelings on the idea, concerned it would 
lengthen meetings and create more work 
for the administrative officer, so it was 
agreed to trial the idea at full council 
meetings only. 

The trial period has now finished and 
councillors discussed the initiative again 
at last week’s meeting. 

A report by administrative officer Adri- 
anne Mullins stated that the recording of 
votes had, in one case, added 30 minutes 
on to a meeting and taken an additional 30 
minutes to transcribe in the minutes. 

Councillor Owen Lovell described it as 
“a complete waste of time, money and 
staff effort” and proposed that the idea be 
scrapped. 

He was backed by the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, who said 
it was “completely unnecessary” as coun¬ 
cillors could already request a recorded 
vote for individual items, as outlined in 
standing orders. 

Councillors also argued that they were 
planning to video meetings in future, so 
recording the votes of individual council¬ 
lors on paper would not be needed. 

Councillor Rikey Austin acknowledged 
that recording votes took up extra time but 
said it was “worthwhile”. She added that 
video recording meetings was not a solu¬ 
tion as some councillors did not fully raise 
their hand when voting. 

“People sometime don’t want it to be

obvious how they vote. You have to stand 
up for things one way or another even if 
others don’t agree with you. I think this is 
worth the time,” she added. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said that what¬ 
ever they decided, the public expected 
them to be “open and transparent” in the 
way they conducted business and this is 
what they should be. 

“On the other hand we also have to pro¬ 
tect our admin officer from additional 
work,” he continued. 

Councillor Holman said: “I want to see 
the council focusing on its business and 
good discussion, not recording the votes 
of individuals. It’s difficult to chair meet¬ 
ings when we’re doing this because 
you’re concentrating on how people vote 
rather than the business. It implies there’s 
an underlying feeling of ‘well, I don’t re¬ 
ally trust people’ and I don’t like that.” 

Councillor Campbell said she first sug¬ 
gested the idea to promote “openness and 
transparency” and because some council¬ 
lors went back on their decisions when 
talking to members of the public. She dis¬ 
puted that it had added 30 minutes to 
meetings. 

The recording of individual councillors’ 
votes for every item was scrapped with six 
votes to five. Those voting in favour of 
scrapping the idea were Councillors 
Lovell, Holman, Michaela Ellis, Ann 
Bradbury, Stan Williams and George 
Symonds, and those wanting to continue 
with the initiative were Councillors 
Campbell, Austin, Clipson, Terry O’¬ 
Grady and Cheryl Reynolds.

LYME Regis Boat Building Academy’s latest students 
launched six handmade boat and a paddle board last 
week, built during an intensive 38-week course. 

A estimated crowd of 300 gathered in the sunshine, in¬ 
cluding past and present students, friends and family, to 
watch the latest graduates launch their crafts into the har¬ 
bour. The academy was particularly pleased to welcome 
John Makepeace, renowned furniture designer and maker, 
to the celebrations. 

Speeches were made by the academy’s director Tim

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Creating art from alpaca fleece 


SUE Thomas, owner of the Lyme Al¬ 
pacas farm, has found and new and 
unusual use for her fury friends' soft 
fleeces. 

In addition to producing a range of 
more than 20 pure alpaca knitting 
yarns, Sue has recently started creat¬ 
ing impressive scuptures of various 
animals using the fleeces and a single 
needle in her new venture, named 
"Tangle the Beast" 

No formers, moulds or wires are 
used and the shapes evolve as the art¬ 
work builds, starting with a small mar¬ 
ble sized piece of raw fleece. 

The needle used to tangle the fibres 
has small, almost invisible barbs and 
repeated stabbing with the needle 
transforms the delicate soft fleece into 
a harder structure. Layer upon layer of 
fibres are added, lots more tangling 
and stabbing with the needle and the 
shape of the animal head builds. Each 
sculpture takes several weeks to com¬ 
plete and is then framed. 

Sue describes her sculptures as a 
"tribute to the staggering beauty of 
nature". Her latest piece was an en¬ 
dangered Sumatran Orangutan - only 
7,000 of the species are left in the 
world due to deforestation and Sue 
hopes to highlight this issue with her 
work, although not all pieces have a 
serious message and some are just for 
fun. 

Alpaca fibre can be tangled with 
water as well as a needle. Sue recently 
created a range of wraps which could 
be used as wedding accessories or 
evening-wear. As each piece is hand¬ 
made from pure alpaca fleece and can 
commissioned to specific require¬ 




ments. 

Sue is running introductory courses 
in her studio for those interested in 
learning these skills. All courses begin 
with a tour of the Lyme Alpacas farm 
in Ware Lane to meet the animals, 
learning about fleece and tools and 
then hands-on mini projects of dry 
and wet felting. No previous experi¬ 
ence is necessary.

Lyme Matters

M Y first reaction 
to reading the 
weighty docu¬ 
ment which made up the 
adjudication by West 
Dorset’s monitoring offi¬ 
cer after complaints 
about the behaviour of 
Lyme councillors was 
not one of shock or in¬ 
credulity. I knew most 
of the gory details. 

It was one of great sadness 
- sad that the situation had 
been allowed to go so far that 
a letter calling for police ac¬ 
tion actually ended up on the 
deputy chief constable’s 
desk. And a certain amount 
of embarrassment - embar- 
rased that the council of 


which I was once mayor had 
to sink to this level. 

There is nothing that the 
current crop of councillors 
dislike more than ‘yester¬ 
day’s men” like myself say¬ 
ing: “It would never have 
happened in my day”. The 
fact is, however, that it would 
not have been allowed to get 


that far. Disputes between 
councillors and staff mem¬ 
bers are nothing new. Most 
mayors have had to deal with 
a few disputes during their 
term of office. 

I had one particularly diffi¬ 
cult situation to deal with 
shortly after becoming 
mayor and the then town 


clerk, Philip Latham, insisted 
that I repremanded the coun¬ 
cillor concerned. I was just 
34 at the time and I did not 
relish the situation. But we 
sorted the situation, the two 
indivuals shook hands and 
agreed to get on with the busi¬ 
ness in hand - running the 
town - without washing our 


dirty linen in public. But 
that was 30 years ago and 
these are very different days. 
Employees had very few 
rights at that time and never 
really wanted to rock the 
boat when it came to upset¬ 
ting their boss. 

Since my days as mayor I 
have employed hundreds of 
people and that experience 
has taught me that you have 
to do it by the book. Seeking 
a solution behind closed 
doors is always the best way 
forward. 

I have spoken to a number 
of former mayors and asked 
how they would have han¬ 
dled the current situation. 
They all say they would have 
attempted to solve the dis¬ 
putes in an adult fashion by 
getting the parties together 
behind closed doors rather 
than flinging claims and 
counter claims at each other. 

The monitoring officer’s re¬ 
port makes disturbing read¬ 
ing whichever way you look 
at it, and it rather blows a 
hole in the rather smug view 
expressed by senior council¬ 
lors at the annual town 
meeting when they pre¬ 
tended that everything was 
rosy in the town council 
camp and what a good job 
they were all doing. No won¬ 
der they had problems with 


their delivery. 

The most distressing part of the 
whole debacle is that council staff 
have got embroiled in a public 
spat with their employers, lead¬ 
ing to them calling for the resig¬ 
nation of councillors who have 
been voted in by the people. That 
has never happened in Lyme be¬ 
fore. 

One question many are asking 
is how much has all this cost? 
How much officer time has been 
spent on these silly disputes? How 
much has been spent on seeking 
legal advice? 

At least the monitoring officer’s 
report has got the whole sorry 
saga out in the open. 

It’s time to draw a line and move 
on.

Stomper's last walk through those red doors 


■ I'M a big admirer of the fire brigade. My 
father was a retained fireman in Lyme for 
25 years and was devastated when he was 
forced to leave due to ill health at the age of

to the Monday practice nights just to be 
around firemen and help sweep up. 

His younger brother Reg, born in Lyme, was 
a full-time London firemen and I spent many 
summer holidays enjoying the excitement on 
Wimbledon fire station.

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TRICKS TO DISGUISE THINNING HAIR

WITH the introduction of anti-aging hair 
products, the issue of women's thinning hair is 
finally getting the attention it deserves. Whether your hair thins as you age 
or you experience thinning your twenties (called alopecia, the condition 
is triggered by genetics and even bad nutrition choices), there are simple 
cuts, coloring techniques and styling tricks that can disguise sparse 
strands. We caught up with Diane Stevens, Lead Stylist for Nioxin (the 
brand known for treating hair thinning) on how she camouflages thinning 
hair on her clients. 

GO OMBRE - Starting with a darker base and slowly getting lighter 
towards the ends creates the visual effect of thicker hair at the tips. Go one 
or two shades lighter at the base for a subtle color change. 

ADD MULTIDIMENSIONAL COLOR - Create movement and the illusion 
of fullness with this color trick. "Have your stylist use different tones and 
levels to create a soft, multidimensional look," Stevens says. "Oftentimes, I 
use three different formulas to do so. I use one shade that is my client's 
natural base color, one that is slightly lighter and a third that is slightly 
darker.This creates a look that includes a play of light and dark shadows." 
However, she warms against too many highlights.This draws attention to 
thinning hair at the roots. 

CREATE VOLUME WITH YOUR CUT - Adding layers throughout the hair 
creates lift, volume and movement. Stevens recommends a strong bang 
with soft layers like Michelle Obama's or a side swoop fringe with soft layers 
like Jennifer Lawrence's. These styles "give the cut a much denser appear¬ 
ance and will make the hair look less fine and 
fragile,"she says. 

STYLE IT RIGHT - "For instant volume, I love 
to start with Nioxin DiaMax ($50, nioxin.com), 
a leave-in scalp treatment that actually in¬ 
creases the diameter of each hair strand," 
Stevens says. She recommends creating long- 
lasting shape by setting hair with hot rollers or 
pin curls. "Gradually layer in styling product 
and add as needed to achieve the desired re¬ 
sult." She also advises to not over-dry because 
hair will lose its manageability and fall flat.

DORSET Fire Brigade’s longest serving sta¬ 
tion officer, John Stamp, attended his last 
shout on Monday after serving as a firemen for 
38 years. 

Mr Stamp, affectionately known as “Stomper”, was 
piped out of the Charmouth Fire Station by a Scottish 
piper Angus “Jock” Mairn, a station manager based at 
Brigade HQ, for the last time in a very emotional 
farewell. 

Present were firefighters from neighbouring stations 
Bridport, Beaminster, Dorchester and Lyme Regis, and 
members of his family, including his proud mum Sheila 
and wife Pat. 

Mr Stamp joined the Charmouth crew when he was 23 
years old and was made station officer eight years later. 
He is the county’s longest serving station officer, now 
known as watch commanders, and chief fire officer Dar- 
ran Gunter paid a special tribute, saying it was a remark¬ 
able achievement keeping an engine on the run for such

a long period at such a small station. 

He said there were one or two firemen in Dorset who 
had served for 40 years but no one had ever held the post 
of station officer/watch commander for so long. 

An indication of the respect in which Mr Stamp is held 
came in the presence of Councillor Rebecca Knox, chair¬ 
man of the Dorset Fire Authority, who also paid tribute 
to Mr Stamp’s service. 

Among those present at the presentation ceremony were 
former brigade colleagues who served with Mr Stamp 
during his period with the Brigade, including Ray 
Wheeler, Pat Holmes and Steve Gunter. 

Also present was station manager Steve Waller, who 
presented a bouquet to Mr Stamp’s mother and wife. 

Mr Stamp has attended hundreds of emergencies during 
his 38 years of service 
with a ship fire at Portland 
in the 1980s and the 
Northover & Gilbert fire 
in Bridport being two of 
the most serious. 

As the station closest to 
the A3 5 Mr Stamp also at¬ 
tended numerous serious 
road traffic incidents in¬ 
cluding one particularly 
distressing accident in 
which two local young 
men were killed. 

Mr Stamp will continue- 
his association with the 
Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service as he works full¬ 
time as a driver for the 
brigade.

A council spokesperson said: "The creation of Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan may well be the single most important 
step in allowing the residents of Charmouth to influ¬ 
ence the future development of their village."
